A SUBSTITUTE FOR AN ICE PITCHER. 


—People who have no ice pitchers will be 
glad to know, that there is a very simple 
method of keeping ice-water fora long time 
in a common pitcher. 
Between two sheets 


of paper place a layer of cotton batting 
about half an ioch in thickness, and form 
a cylinder by fastening tbe ends of the pa- 
per and batting together. 
Then 
sew or 


paste a crown on one end, so as to make a 
box the shape of a stovepipe hat, minus the 
rim. 
The cylinder should be made large 


enough to go entirely over the pitcher, so 
that the open end will rest upon tho table 
or, sideboard, and thus exclude the air. 
Any one trying this simple method of keep- 
ing ice wafer cool will be astonished at the 
lenath of time it will preserve the coldness 
of the water.

The People of Mexico. 


Mexico, it is estimated, has now about 


the same number of people which she had 
twenty years ago—eight millions. 
Of 


those, only one million are pure whites, 
and mixed breeds, who are whites by edu- 
cation and sympathy. 
The 
remaining 


seven millions are Indiana aad the various 
grades of mixtures of whites, Indians and 
negroes, who are properly regarded as In- 
dians from their habits aud styles and" liv- 
ing. 
The Indians of Mexico appear to be 


of two races—the one (Aztec) light color, 
with decided Jewish nose and cast of fea- 
tures ; the other dark copper color, broad 
face, prominent cheek bones like the North 
American tribes. 
But they are a totally 


different race from their Northern brethren, 
being capable of a high civilization, and 
being endowed with different natural im- 
pulses, which render them agriculturists, 
and artisans rather than warriors and hun- 
ters. In some tribes the love of liberty is 
so strong that the white man has never 
been able to subdue; and the Spaniards 
were only too willing to live with them 
upon terms of equality and friendship.— 
The French sent several expeditions against 
the Indians of tbe Sierras; but all returned 
worsted. 
The Austrians were but little 


more successful, and, finally, were obliged 
to conclude a treaty with those wild BODS 
of tbe mountains. 


In many parts of the country the wealthy 


Indians, descendants of the Atttei flobility, 
are among the best educated and most pro- 
minent people of the country. 
The ablest 


lawyers of Mexico are Indians; Alvarez, 
Jurez, Mendez, Majia, and several others 
of the first men of the nation are Indians. 
Miss Castro, a young lady of" great poetical 
genius, and probably tbe greatest living 
iiiiprovisa'r'ce, is an Indian of obscure 
origin ; and Senor Altamirano, of the State 
of Guerrero, the most eloquent man in 
Mexico, and leader of the Liberal party in 
the last Mexican Congressesjs a full-blooded 
Indian. 
But these are emphatically of the 


"first families," who have%een educated, 
showing what Indian nature may become* 
by cultivation. ,The large majority, nine- 
tenths at least, are sunken in ignorance and 
vice, enduring life—not living—with a 
stoHd indifference, and whose sole ambition 
is a drunken frolic on feast days, a fine hat 
and exemption from labor. They are mere- 
ly "born, vegetate and rot."
